Controlling growth in Andover 


First in a series on growth and development 
in Andover that will run between now and 
April Town Meeting. The series will concen- 
trate on the effect of growth on Andover’s 
infrastructure and budget, and what if any- 
thing can be done to control it. This week’s 
article looks at the current status of develop- 
ment and the prospect for the future. 

Next week the Townsman will look at the use 
of moratoriums and zoning to control 
growth, and the effect of utilities, particular- 
ly extensions to the sewer and water systems, 
on opening up more land for development. 


Can development be 
stopped? Should it be? 


By Don Staruk 


The roads, schools and other town ser- 
vices can’t handle more growth. Property 
taxes on new homes don’t cover the 


increased cost of providing those services. 
There isn’t enough open space left in town. 
Andover isn’t the nice, rural town it once 


was. 

Those are the arguments that come up 
today, when a person proposes building a 
new residential subdivision in town. And 
some residents are taking their concerns a 
step further. There are at least five articles 
proposed for the April Town Meeting war- 
rant related to controlling residential devel- 
opment in Andover. 

But Stephen Colyer, Andover’s planning 
director, says it may be illegal to put limits 
on development. In addition, he says it isn’t 
necessarily desirable to stop growth. 

“When you reach build-out, you become 
static, and when you become static, you 
die,” Mr. Colyer said. 

There is still a great amount of land left 
to be developed in Andover, he said. 

“It’s just a case of when somebody’s 
going to sharpen their pencil enough to fig- 
ure out how to develop it,” Mr. Colyer said. 
“Growth and change is inevitable. What 
you have to do is find a way to plan it and 
channel it.” 

What is needed is an orderly growth 
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Selectmen quash 
spending in favor 
of school needs

Selectmen are removing sev- 
eral big-ticket projects from the 
April Town Meeting warrant in 
favor of leaving the town’s finan- 
cial resources available for fin- 
ishing the Andover High School 
construction project. 

And because they expect the 
schools to ask for $2.8 million in 
additional spending to complete 
that project, selectmen have 
indicated they will recommend 
against approval for other spend- 
ing articles that will remain on 
the warrant. 


Selectmen began formally 
inserting articles onto the war- 
rant at their meeting Monday. 
There are 96 articles proposed 
for the warrant, including 56 
generated by town departments 
and 40 private ones. Board mem- 
bers went through the first 39 
Monday, inserting 22, putting 
two on hold and saying no to 
five. 

Not inserting articles onto the 
warrant means residents will 
not have an opportunity to dis- 
cuss or vote on those issues.

to walk a marathon in honor of 


Andover resident Shawn Noo- 
nan, age 5. The Mayor’s Mid- 
night Sun Marathon is sponsored 
by the Leukemia Society and will 
raise funds for the Cure 2000 pro- 
gram, whose goal is to find a cure 
for childhood leukemia by the 
year 2000. 

According to Ms. Bernardin, 
in 1960 there was only a 4 percent 
cure rate for childhood 
leukemia, compared to a 73 per- 
cent cure rate today. 


Ms. Bernardin, the owner of 


Victorian Treats in Andover, is 
an avid walker who began the 
activity regularly several years 
ago to regain strength in her 
knee and ankles following 
surgery. She subscribes to Walk- 
ing Magazine from which the 
Leukemia Society got her name 
and solicited her to be involved 
in this marathon. Ms. Bernardin 
has always thought that complet- 
ing the Boston Marathon was an 
incredible achievement. So when 
the Leukemia Society contacted 


her, she felt. it was a, “great, way 


Ms. Bernardin has made the 
commitment to raise $3,500 to be 
part of the Team in Training pro- 
gram. She has approached sever- 
al local businesses and plans to 
sell raffle tickets in her store at 
68 Park St. So far she has raised 
$975, but she only started a 
month ago. According to Ms. 
Bernardin, 75 percent of every 
dollar is slated to go directly for 
research in childhood leukemia, 
and 25 percent is slated for 
administrative costs of the 
Leukemia Society. The marathon 
is underwritten by corporations 
so the cost of flying to Alaska and 
accommodations for the four 
days in June are covered. 

So far Ms. Bernardin has been 
training alone. There are several 
teams preparing all over the 
country.

Search suspended for 


body of local woman

Police yesterday, Wednesday, sus- 
pended their search of the Merrimack 
River for the body of Carrie Hope Fein- 
berg, the 20-year-old Andover woman 
missing for more than two weeks and 
now presumed dead. 

“The search was suspended today 
indefinitely because of the weather 
and conditions in the river,” said Steve 
O’Connell, spokesman for the Essex 
County district attorney’s office. “Con- 
ditions in the river are not conducive 
to a body rising.” 

Police used helicopters and air 
boats to search the river all last week 
to no avail. There was a report of a 
body spotted floating in the river in 
Amesbury earlier this week, but noth- 
ing was found. 

Ms. Feinberg’s ex-boyfriend, Russ 
M. Dagenais, 20, who has addresses in 
several area towns, has told police Ms. 
Feinberg fell into the Merrimack River 
the night she disappeared. He said the 
two were sitting on a wall talking 
when he inadvertently startled her, 
and she fell into the icy water. He said 
he then panicked and took her car and 
drove to Florida, where he eventually 
turned himself in to police. He has 
been charged with stealing Ms. Fein- 
berg’s car and is being held on $1 mil- 
lion cash bail in the Middleton Jail. 

Ms. Feinberg, of 25 Wild Rose Drive, 
disappeared Saturday, Jan.13, after 
leaving her job as a nurse’s aide at 
Oxford Rehabilitation Center in 
Haverhill. Police suspected foul play 
almost immediately because Mr. Dage- 
nais had allegedly threatened her and 
also was missing. The couple had bro- 
ken up in February of 1995 and she had 
taken out a restraining order against 
him in September. 

Ilene Karnow, Ms. Feinberg’s moth- 
er ang a teacher at Greater Lawrence 
Technical School on River Road, said 
last week that the family was stil] hop- 
ing she’d be found alive. Ms. Fein- 
berg’s only sibling, Jared, is a fresh- 
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man at Andover High School. Ms. 
Feinberg moved into an apartment in 
Methuen with a friend last year.

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Schools consider all-day kindergarten, $1M-plus in cuts

With more than $1.1 million separat- 
ing the town manager’s and superin- 
tendent of school’s recommended bud- 
gets, some school officials are already 
saying they can’t cut enough to meet 
the town manager’s recommendation. 

“There's going to be some compro- 
mise, very clearly,” Lloyd Willey, 
School Committee member, said at his 
committee’s Monday night budget 
workshop. 

School Committee members spent 
Monday night perusing a list of cuts 
including several that would eliminate 
some programs and positions - that 
they would have to make to bring the 
superintendent’s $29.6 million budget 
in line with the town manager's $28.4 
million recommendation. 

Dick Neal, superintendent of 
schools, provided the list of cuts for 
consideration but informed the com- 
mittee, “Many of them would directly 
impact on the students either by 
increasing class sizes or by eliminating 
programs. In placing these before you 
for you consideration, please under- 
stand that I cannot recommend most of 
them.” 


While Mr. Neal’s original budget 
contains what he feels “is necessary to

Under the full-day plan, some stu- 
dents could have a full day of school on 
Monday and Wednesday, with a half- 
day on Friday, while others Could have 
full days on Tuesday and Thursday 
with a half-day on Friday. 

“IT think an awful lot of kids are in 
full-day programs well before they

come to kindergarten,” said Mr. Neal. 

Although there are both supporters 
and detractors regarding the educa- 
tional benefits of full-day kindergarten, 
Mr. Neal said the state is on the verge 
of recommending full-day kinder- 
gartens. The only thing holding the 
state back, he said, is that full-day 
kindergarten for all five days would 
require schools to have twice as many 
teachers and twice as much space. 

One of the things that could hold 
Andover back from such a change is 
public opinion. “I’m interested to see 
what affect people think this will have 
on child-care issues,” said Mr. Neal. 

A survey sent to kindergarten par- 
ents and expected to be returned 
tomorrow, Friday, should provide 
some answers. 

Changing to a full-day kindergarten 
will save $45,600, the cost of noon-time 
buses for four days. 

Kindergarten teachers originally 
seemed against the idea, Mr. Neal said, 
but he believes they will be open-mind- 
ed enough to consider it.

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David Birnbach pushing to hire a tech leader

Often critical of how long it’s taking 
the schools to implement a technology 
initiative, School Committee member 
David Birnbach continues to push for 
the hiring of someone to lead the tech- 
nology effort. 

The schools ad hoc technology com- 
mittee has recommended the adminis- 
tration hire a 12-month technology 
manager to work with teachers and put 
a technology plan in place, and Mr. 
Birnbach said he “looks forward to the 
administration recommending (this) to 
the School Committee.” 


Mr. Birnbach said Andover must 
submit a technology plan to the state 
this spring outlining how the town will 
spend the money approved as part of 
the school building project. He also w 

ants a K-12 plan for the entire sys- 
tem. 

“That plan that we’ve been asking 
for or I’ve been talking about for the 
past nine months at this point has still 
not been put together,” said Mr. Birn- 
bach. “I think ultimately it has not 
been a priority of the school adminis- 
tration. However, I think that’s chang- 
ing and | look forward to seeing their 
plan.”

Cuts could affect tech effort 

While the schools were given more 
than $4 million at 1994 Town Meeting, 
considerations regarding this year’s 
operating budget could negatively 
affect the entire technology initiative.

information. The other four members were 
united in opposing those two articles. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski argued 
that downtown sidewalks are in rough 
shape, and that for liability reasons, should 
be repaired. He said the town is expecting a 
lot of visitors downtown later this year for 
350th anniversary celebrations and that it 
would be nice to have the walks repaired for 
those events. 

Board members were unanimous in their 
decisions not to insert either the ballfields or 
the rec center articles onto the warrant. Mr. 
Finegold blamed opposition groups that kept 
the ballfields from being located at South 
School, Sanborn School or a host of other, 
possibly less expensive locations for the 
town’s ending up with a $1.2 million 
proposal at the gravel pit. 

“I think no one wanted it in their back- 
yards, and because of that,” we’ve got this 
expensive proposal, Mr. Finegold said. He 
said he would not support spending $1.2 mil- 
lion for the fields, or $1.7 million for the rec 
center, when the schools construction pro- 
jects need money. Selectman Jerry Silver- 
man expressed similar sentiments. 

Chairman Larsen did not agree with 
blaming a “not-in-my-backyard” mentality 
for the final fields proposal, and said it 
would still be in someone’s backyard at the 
gravel pit. But he said he couldn’t support it 
strictly for financial reasons. 

After the ballfields vote, Mr. Stapcezynski 
asked selectmen to allow him to spend some 
of the $384,000 approved at the 1995 Town 
Meeting for ballfield construction, to at least 
do a preliminary engineering study for the 
Rec Park site. But that request was denied. 
Mr. Barenboim said too often studies are 
done ahead of time, only to become obsolete 
before the project itself is ever approved.

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Money items held 

The two biggest money arti- 
cles — the budget itself and the 
proposal to spend $2.8 million to 
finish the High School — were put 
on hold by selectmen so they can 
discuss the articles in more 
detail before inserting them. 

The current proposal to finish 
the schools calls for $2.8 million 
to be added to the debt-exclusion 
bonding approved at the 1994 
Town Meeting, according to Mr. 
Stapezynski. If that addition is 
approved by the state Depart- 
ment of Revenue, then a Proposi- 
tion 2% override would not be 
required, the manager said. That 
money may also be eligible for 60 
percent reimbursement from the 
state, as is expected for the origi- 
nal $26.5 million approved for the 
High School project. Reimburse- 
ment depends on approval by the 
state Department of Education. 

Selectmen were embroiled in 
a discussion on how much the 
additional school spending 
would increase the town’s debt 
service expense, when they opted 
to adjourn the meeting and con- 
tinue the discussion at their next 
meeting. The board will have a 
budget work session Monday, 
Feb. 5, at 7:30 p.m., and will con- 
tinue the warrant discussion at 


an extra work session Thursday, 
Feb. 8, at 7:30 p.m.

¢ $2.05 million for water dis- 
tribution improvements;

plan, and the way to do that is through 
a master plan, Mr. Colyer said. 

Susan Dalton, School Committee 
chairwoman and life-long resident, dis- 
agrees. 

“If you want to control growth, there 
are ways to do it,” but you've got to 
want to do it, Ms. Dalton said last 
week. 

But she doesn’t believe Andover offi- 
Cials want to limit growth. Ms. Dalton 
said new growth is the one factor in the 
Proposition 2% equation that allows 
communities to increase their tax base. 

Proposition 2% “encourages munici- 
palities to build ~ not to conserve — so 
they can hold on to their tax” base, she 
said. And town officials in Andover 
will not look to inhibit growth if it 
means constricting the available tax 
base, she said. 

The argument over whether growth 
is good or bad will no doubt continue, 
especially at the upcoming Town Meet- 
ing. But can the town control growth if 
residents decide they want to? Local 
officials don’t have a definitive answer 
for that question. 


Build-out is near 

Andover’s Master Plan states that, 
with current zoning and wetlands 
restrictions, a total of 12,871 housing 
units could be built here. By the end of 
1994, there were already 11,433 housing 
units built. Assuming the addition of 
100 units per year, the last 1,438 
housing units that can be, will be built 
by the year 2010, according to Laura 
Degroot, senior town planner. 

Using the planning department's fig- 
ure of an average 2.8 persons per 
household, and the Master Plan projec- 
tions, the population will increase 
some 4,026 by the year 2010. 

The local census, completed in June 
1995, set the current population at 
32,327, which means Andover will have 
a total population of 36,353 in 2010. That 
fits with the planning staff’s estimate 
for the total build-out population at 
between 35,000 and 38,000, according to 
Ms. Degroot. 

These are the figures planners use 
to calculate growth and infrastructure 
needs, and this is the type of planning 
the schools should be doing to prepare 
for future space needs, Mr. Colyer said. 
Impact on schools 

One reason frequently cited for stop- 
ping residential growth is that the 
schools can’t handle an ever-increasing 
number of students. 

“If the schools can’t handle any 
more kids, then the schools should tell 
me that,” Mr. Colyer said. And that has 
not been the case, he said. 

Planners send school officials copies 
of every subdivision application, and 
they are invited to the departmental 
reviews on each subdivision. But in his 
memory, no one from the school 
department has ever attended one of 
those reviews, Mr. Colyer said. 

Dick Neal, superintendent of 
schools, said the subdivision informa-

Several Town Meeting 
articles focus on growth

At least eight articles proposed for the 
April Town Meeting warrant are related to 
growth in Andover. They include petitions 
to: 

* Extend the town sewer system 
from Reservation Road up Pilgrim Drive 
and along Pioneer Circle to address a 
problem in the neighborhood with failing 
septic systems at existing homes. It was 
submitted by Marcia Hohn 

* Rezone property at 66 Poor St. 
from apartment zoning to its original SRA 
zoning in order to maintain conformity 
with all abutters north of Windsor Street 
and maintain Windsor Street as the 
demarcation line in the Shawsheen Com- 
munity between commercial/apartment 
and residential zoning. Submitted by 
Kevin Callery. 

* Adopt a bylaw requiring develop- 
ers to pay an impact fee that would be 
used for the protection of open space and 
acquisition and maintenance of land for 
conservation purposes. Developmental 
impact fees would be $10,000 per 
dwelling unit, or 7 percent of the estimat- 
ed total construction cost of new build- 
ings, which ever is greater. Submitted by 
Joe O'Brien and others. 

* Provide water services for homes 
being built in Tewksbury, in the new 
Crystal Circle subdivision on the Andover 
town line, in exchange for Tewksbury 
Supplying sewer service to the homes in 
the subdivision that are in Andover. Sub- 
mitted by Mark Johnson, attorney for the 
developer. 

* Increase the allowable height of 
buildings in Industrial-G zoned areas 
from 60 to 80 feet.

The 
purpose of the six-month moratorium 
would be to protect against “ill-advised 
development pending revision of the 
Master Plan,” according to the petition.

* Control the rate of growth by limit- 
ing the number of homes that could be 
built in subdivisions in a given year. 
Submitted by James Loscutoff Jr. 

* Rezone the Rose Champy proper- 
ty off Haverhill Street from Industrial to 
SRA Zoning. Submitted by Elizabeth 
Tentarelli. A second petition proposes to 
rezone the same land to SRB and was 
also submitted by Ms. Tentarelli. Both 
proposals have been submitted previous- 
ly and been defeated at town meetings. 
The second one was the sole focus of 
last fall's Special Town Meeting. 

* Amend the zoning bylaw to allow 
convenience stores in an Industrial D 
zone. This would enable S. Joseph Hoff- 
man, who submitted the petition, to con- 
Sider such a use for property he owns on 
River Road at Shattuck Road. 


which schools students would go to 
and how they would get to them. The 


question regarding whether the 
schools in either case could handle the 
added capacity never came up, Mr. 
Colyer said. 

If the schools were to notify plan- 


ners that a certain subdivision would 
cause a problem for a school or district, 
Planning Board members could take 
that into consideration when dis- 
cussing the proposal with the develop- 
er. Planners would then have a couple 
of options. If the problem with the 
school was not resolved, they could dis- 
approve the plan for that reason, 
though it likely would be challenged in 
court, “because our subdivision rules 
and regulations don’t even talk about 
that,” Mr. Colyer said. 

The “archaic” state Statute regulat- 
ing subdivisions doesn’t address 
impact on schools, said Mr. Colyer. All 
it addresses is the laying out of road- 
ways and access to lots, he said. 

The other option planners could 
take would be to reduce the number of 
lots in the development. But again, 
planners can't use the impact on 
schools as the reason for the limitation. 
“Not legally,” Mr. Colyer said. “But 
planning boards do. And the only thing 
you've got to worry about legally is, 
‘Can we get challenged on it?’ ” 

“It’s stretching the subdivision con- 
trol law,” Mr. Colyer said. “I, as a staff 
person, have to recommend what’s 
legally safe ground, but they can vote 
their conscience.” 

If the schools say they can’t accom- 
modate the kids, it is a valid concern. If 
the developer is not able to address the 
problem, then Mr. Colyer has to do 
what’s right for the town and recom- 
mend against approval, he said. But if 
the developer is savvy and determined, 
he or she will challenge the board’s 
authority under the state law. 

A better way to address the problem 
in schools is through long-term plan- 
ning, Mr. Colyer said. 

“The school department should be 
doing the same amount Of planning we 
did,” look at the build-out capacity and 
plan accordingly, he said. 

Mr. Neal uses the town census and 
the subdivision plans to formulate pop- 
ulation projections for the schools, as 
was done recently for the system-wide 
redistricting project, he said. 

School Committee members also 
recently requested such a projection 
for the middle schools, he said. 

School officials use the figure of 1.4 
students per household as an average 
in their population projections, accord- 
ing to Mr. Neal. 


Unknown factor 

Getting back to the impact on 
schools, Mr. Colyer points out that old- 
er houses are the ones that are afford- 
able for young families and where 
there may be more of an impact on the 
schools. With older couples moving out 
of those homes, young couples with 
growing families are Moving in, he 
said. And this is a factor that is diffi- 
cult to track and can’t be controlled by 
rezoning or a moratorium. 

“How do you address the impact of 
empty-nesters selling out to families?” 
Mr. Colyer asked.

Tension was high and tempers 
flared Monday when students, parents, 
administrators and members of the 
Andover High School Logo Committee 
met in the High School cafeteria to 
select a new logo. In the end, they voted 
to eliminate from the potential list the 
town seal, a lion, sun, falcon and a Tro- 
jan warrior, which they said were not 
representative of the name and spirit 
of the Golden Warriors. Left on the 
table for consideration are a shield, 
“things to do with the letter A,” and an 
eagle. 

The School Committee voted July 11 
to change the Warrior logo after a pro- 
posal was filed by the student govern- 
ment saying that the current logo is 
offensive to Native Americans. 

After an often-heated debate Mon- 
day, a motion was made to eliminate 
the town seal as an option and after a 
second vote it was dismissed. The 
remaining subjects — an eagle, a shield 
and “things to do with the letter A” 
will go to the student body for a final 
vote. Feb. 13. 

When the town seal was being con- 
sidered Monday, Sally O’ Brien, assis- 
tant principal of the High School and 
head of the logo committee, expressed 
her disappointment. 

“I feel as a committee member we 
haven't done what the students asked 
us to do,” she said. “The proposal was 
written to change the logo. You'll go 
into the playing field and they'll start 
wearing feathers again. But I have a lot 
of faith in the student body so they 
won't vote for it anyway.” 

Diana Tisbert, who favors using the 
town seal, said it differs from the pre- 
sent logo because the Native American 
on the town seal has “real identity” 
and a place in Andover history. 

The committee decided that the stu- 
dent body will vote on the new logo 
Feb. 13, and then anyone from the stu- 
dent body or the town will have until 
March 5 to submit a design for the logo. 
The committee plans to review the 
designs when members reconvene on 
March 11. 

Bill Vickers, a former coach and 
teacher at Andover High who was on 
the committee that designed the War 
rior logo, expressed his feelings about 
the Warrior logo after Monday’s meet- 
ing. “We took the town seal which 
made sense to us because the school is 
built on Indian Ridge, so we thought it 
would be nice to maintain some conti- 
nuity between the school and town his- 
tory. We totally voted out anything 
that contained any negative connota- 
tions about Native Americans. It’s a 
majestic symbol, an honorable symbol. 
Granted this did not happen during the 
time of political correctness, but I’m 
not sure everything about political cor- 
rectness is right.” 

“A lot of people say it’s not offen- 
sive,” said Todd Buonopane, an 
Andover High student and member of 
the student government. “Unless it 
offends you, you can’t say whether it’s 
offensive or not. Something like this

Warrior not offensive 


Editor, Townsman: 
I continue to read with interest the 
continuing saga of the Andover Golden 


Warrior logo. I think it is important to 
realize that the intent of the image by 
the greater community is not offensive. 
We are a community of decent and fair- 
minded people, for the most part quite 
educated and aware of the sufferings of 
many groups in our society. 

As an American of Irish decent I 
know well the negative images of the 
past where “Irish need not apply,” 
Irish women are best employed as 
household help and nannies and that 
men are always a beat cop. Of course, 
the stereotype as mostly alcoholic is 
still much alive and of course, we are 
always in a street brawl. We all know 
the sufferings and the stereotypes as 
Jews, Polish or just blonde females. 

The point of all this is of course, how 
do we deal with these images. I could 
take great offense to the little green lep- 
rechaun logo on the Mass. Pike toll 
booth or the similar little green man in 
fighting stance representing a famous 
football team. If the toll booth had the 
figure holding a bottle of Jack Daniels 
or our Warrior logo with a spear or 
hatchet, it might generally be expected 
that most people would see that as over 
the line of good taste. Neither logo goes 
this far because the intent of the image 
and the community that has adopted 
them had no such negative intent. 

Diversity means accepting the idea 
of a community standard of good taste 
and decent intentions. It is not a con- 
cept for the balkanization of a commu- 
nity so that we focus on what makes us 
different rather than build on what we 
share in common. We have a town 
newspaper only too willing to Sam 
Cambellize any issue with paper and 
ink to move circulation numbers up, 
but what do we gain from this as a 
community? I personally find the con- 
cept of an inanimate object as a logo for 
team sports and physical competition 


rather silly when it is supposed to rep- 
resent action, achievement and physi- 
cal excellence. Such a search is a symp- 
tom that we are not comfortable with 
ourselves as a community. 

Some members of our community 
have clearly gone over the edge on this 
issue when an attempt is made to pack- 
age their frustrations on this issue by 
comparisons to sexual abuse. To do 
this is to trivialize the very real prob- 
lem of sexual abuse by using it inap- 
propriately for a personal crusade hav- 
ing no relevance to the issue at hand. It 
seems to be increasingly common to 
witness factions that most often 
espouse diversity issues are those who 
have the least tolerance for a true 
diversity of ideas and our birthright to 
public discourse. These are the folks 
first to threaten a lawsuit, charge 
racism or throw other false charges. 

We are a community, which means 
common standards we all embrace. 
Some day in the distant future citizens 
will wonder why people of our time let 
slip from human memory the words 
and images of the Native Americans 
who first roamed our New England 
woodlands, and they will hear rumor 
of a beautiful mosaic that once graced 
the floor of their old town hall before 
the citizens of that time chipped it out, 
as someone among them found it offen- 
Sive.

Teacher concerned 
about schools budget 


Editor, Townsman: 

As a teacher with nine years of 
teaching experience in the Andover 
public schools and 24 years of teaching 
experience, I am very much concerned 


about the budget deficiency for next 
year. While I should like to support Mr. 
Neal’s budget request for a 10 percent 
increase for next year, this increase 
will not move the school system for- 
ward but will only maintain the status 
quo which is not enough because of 
departmental shortfalls that already 
exist at the High School. I understand 
that our system is under scrutiny from 
our community due to cost over-runs 
in constructing the new additions; 
however, this should not negatively 
impact what we as teachers are trying 
to accomplish in our classrooms. 

At present, there are insufficient 
funds in the Social Studies Department 
at Andover High School for the most 
rudimentary supplies. We are lacking 
ancillary texts for our students in 
every course; funds are not available 
for either the printing or the purchas- 
ing of new curricular materials, and 
we do have the funds available for the 
purchasing of video tapes or other 
audio/visual materials needed for 
upgrading and updating of our courses. 
My department along with others at 
the High School has been limited as to 
the number of articles and tests that 
can be reproduced on the Xerox 
machine, thereby hindering our ability 
to provide timely and appropriate 
materials as needed. All of these prob- 
lems are due to inadequate funding. 

Having taught in both the Brookline 
and Lexington public schools, I have 
never before experienced such a short- 
age of essential materials. While the 
town of Andover prides itself on the 
quality of its school system, if addition- 
al funding cannot be provided to meet 
the needs of its students, then I can 
only conclude that quality education is 
no longer a priority in Andover. If we 
are to claim that our educational sys-

“I spent an awful lot of time there 
eavesdropping On what people were 
doing there.” 

That’s how she got the wedding, for 
instance. Yes, a wedding is part of this 
video. 

“I overheard a woman at the refer- 
ence desk saying she was looking for 
some music for her daughter’s wed- 
ding. ‘Oh excuse me,’ I said to her. 
“And I immediately glommed onto 
her.” 

When she thought she had built up 
enough rapport, she asked the mother 
of the bride, Phyllis Katz, if she could 
go to the wedding. “She amazed me and 
said yes,” says Ms. Edmonds, whose 
few seconds at the marriage of Jessyca 
Katz and Ian Pearlman adds much to 
the video. 

Ms. Edmonds says she “shot a great 
deal” of footage, but used only 10 or 15 
percent of what she took. Now the 
library has on record all the footage 
she shot, including some long inter- 


views with local authors Mary McGar- 
ry Morris, Jeanne Schinto and Dan 
Dennett. Those authors are included in 
the video, but just in short takes. 

“I decided to keep it tightly edited, 
upbeat,” she says. “I always told every- 
body anything could happen, and not 
everybody was going to make it.” 

In fact, the video was supposed to be 
20 minutes long, but the trustees and 
Ms. Edmonds finally settled on 23 min- 
utes. 

One fond memory Ms. Edmonds has 
of preparing the video is meeting Miri- 
am Putnam, director of the library 
from 1939 to 1964. Today, Ms. Edmonds 
calls Ms. Putnam “a total treasure.” 
“She was reluctant at first,” recalls Ms. 
Edmonds. “I described what was going 
to happen and she said, ‘I don’t know. 
That sounds like a lot.’ ” 

In the end, Ms. Edmonds and Mr. 
Michel were at Ms. Putnam’s house for 
several hours. “Miriam really was rosy 
when we left.” 

Ms. Putnam’s reading of Robert 
Frost’s Stopping By Woods on a Snowy 


Evening was a highlight of the video for 
me. And others, I feel sure. (Excuse me. 
I have to phone the Answers line at the 
library to make sure I’ve got the poem’s 
name right.) 

Want to know how Ms. Edmonds 
found the police officer who’s in the 
video? “I kept seeing him at the library 
every day,” she recalls. “He had his big 
policeman’s bag, you know like a bowl- 
ing ball bag. I was becoming Maribeth 
Excuse Me. But I said, ‘Excuse me, 
what are you doing here every day?’ ” 

The policeman turned out to be 
Detective Lawrence Tremblay, an offi- 
cer in North Reading who liked the 
atmosphere on the upper floor at 
Memorial Hall Library where he was 
studying for his sergeant’s exam. “He 
was willing to talk with me, and he was 
as disciplined as an athlete. He would 
study for 50 minutes and then stretch, 
walk around, and then go back and 
study for 50 minutes again.” 

PS on that one: Ms. Edmonds reports 
Detective Tremblay received the high- 
est grade in the class taking the exam 


and is on his way to becoming a 
sergeant. “I just loved his toughness,” 
she says. 

The entire video was one of those 
projects in which everything went 
right, says Ms. Edmonds. By now 
everyone knows that Tonight Show 
host Jay Leno narrates the video. “I 
doubted he would do it; I thought him 
doing it was far-fetched,” she says. 
“Well, he called me back himself. He 
was on my answering machine. I was 
calling all my friends, saying, ‘Listen to 
my answering machine!’ ” 

Andover resident Michael Rendish 
agreeing to compose the music for the 
video was another part of the video 
that worked out perfectly for Ms. 
Edmonds. 

“He’s been a teacher at Berklee Col- 
lege of Music for 30 years and he gave 
that to us for free.” 


“I’ve never had an experience as 
sweet as this on a project,” says Ms. 
Edmonds. “It was a total community 
project and that’s not just hype.”

RECYCLING 


By Virginia Cole 

I have a lot of charts for Andover 
tonnage of recyclables in front of me. It 
is rather interesting to see the differ- 
ences in different weeks and days of 
the regular pickup. 

Throughout 1995, Mondays of the 
shaded weeks on the calendar, the pick- 
up was for 1,300 homes - the most of 
any recycling day. That is the area of 
highest concentration of homes - the 
eastern section of town, from High 
Street to Salem Street, from Main to 
the town line. That is 1,300 homes and 
the lowest participation in recycling - 
some days even less than 50 percent. 

On the other hand, the overall high- 
est participation is in the southeast sec- 
tion of town, from Salem Street to the 
town line and from Main Street east. 
These charts show some days of 100 
percent participation. 

West Andover (west of Main Street) 


is a mixed bag - an occasional 100 per- 
cent and an occasional 60 percent. The 
overall town participation is usually 
70-75 percent except for last June when 
participation was 80.9 percent for the 
whole town. Everyone must have been 
spring cleaning. 

Paper is, of course, the most tonnage 
recycled — over the weeks from 174 tons 
to a high of 239 tons in May. 

I don’t have the figures for tonnage 
of waste picked up during these 
months. I would suppose the waste 
from our low area for recycling would 
be much higher. We, for this is the area 
I live in, are the people filling the incin- 
erator. 

In November, Andover recycled 261 
tons of paper, glass and tin. That was 
the highest month last year. Interest- 
ingly, May had the most glass and tin. 
Check your green card, and get the 
recyclables out there in the blue bin.
